There was little prospect for re­ 
lief, however, for the south, where 
temperatures were near the nine­ 
ties as early as 8 a. m.

The Sedalia Rotary club at its 
regular noonday meeting 
Monday

Both'w’ell listened to a very interest­ 
ing and practical talk on fire pre­ 
vention, by Mr. O. A. Ramsey er, a 
member of the Missouri Fire Pre­ 
vention Association. 
Mr. Ramsey er 
opened his discourse by stating that 
it W’as an unusual pleasure for him 
to address an audience of Sedalia 
Rotarians for the reason that he 
himself is a native Pettis countian, 
coming to the north part of this 
county thirty y ears ago w’ith his 
father from the state of Illinois, lo­ 
cating on a farm in the northern 
part of the county wrhere he gre'w to 
manhood. 
The first part of his talk was 
given to the discussion of fire in­ 
surance rates and 
how’ they are 
established, w’hich as he termed wms 
by the analy tic sy stem w’hich takes 
into consideration the fire hazards 
from every angle, the basic standard 
being that of the burning average 
of the state. 
Then other items en­ 
tering into the rate w’ould be w’ater 
supply which must be ample both in 
amount and distribution, the fire de­ 
partment to be fully equipped and 
properly manned. 
In this connec­ 
tion he also spoke of proper or­ 
dinances 
governing 
in 
connection 
W’ith flre.s, one in particular which 
had 
been established 
recently 
in 
some cities, w’hich prohibits follow’- 
ing 
fire 
departments 
in 
automo­ 
biles. 
He then told of the various 
fire prevention requisites for build 
ings of one or more stories, stating 
that a rate penalty was added for 
basement in any building for the 
reason that a basement is generally 
made the dumping ground for the 
whole 
building. 
Defective 
wiring 
W’as given as an additional hazard. 
Broken plastering and broken win­ 
dow’s are also hazards, he added. 
He told of the exposure charge and 
the occupancy charge w’hich takes 
into consideration the nature of the 
contents of any building and the 
damagibility of these contents. He 
said that a building should be gone 
over from time to time by compe­ 
tent 
persons 
looking 
tow’ard 
the 
prevention of fire hazards. 
Continuing he said that it w’as 
generally 
thought 
that 
insurance 
companies w’anted to 
carry risks 
that demanded a high rate of insur­ 
ance, but that this was not true, 
that high rates meant serious fire 
hazards and loss to the insurance 
company 
as 
well 
as 
the 
owner. 
What they are seeking is reduced 
fire hazards and the reduced rate 
W’hich it carries. 
He gave practi­ 
cal examples in a number of big 
corporations w’hich have their build­ 
ings constructed and operated under 
the direction of the Missouri Inspec­ 
tion bureau. 
He then told of the 
fire hazards in schools and public 
buildnigs 
of all 
kinds 
including 
country clubs. 
In the discussion of arson, com­ 
monly known as “ fire hug,” he stat­ 
ed that In his opinion these w’ere 
becoming less all the time through 
prosecution 
especially 
in 
Kansas 
City, w’here they have a special man 
under their city manager plan of
